Our Deficiency. 


They say, ‘‘it is the unexpected that hap- 
pens.” We shall be glad indeed if that 
proves to be true in the case of our deficiency 
of this year. No one will rejoice more than 
the writer if the entire amount needed is 
given in the co lections of this Easter Day. 
But past experience hardly justifies us in 
being over-sanguine with regard to it. It 
has seldom happened, in late years at any 
rate, that the whole amount needed has been 
given in a single day’s collections. 

Lest that should prove to be the experi- 
ence of the present year also, we desire to 
remind you of the great necessity there is 
that the last dollar required shall be secured 
before the 30th day of this month, and we 
ask you to be both ready and willing to do 
your full share to make up any balance that 
may be needed if the Vestry shall ask fora 
supplementary collection. 

We cannot even contemplate the possi- 
bility of reporting our Church in debt for 
current expenses this year. It is the fiftieth 
year of our existence as a Church, and con- 
sequently our year of Jubilee—our golden 
anniversary. 

Wesurely could not be very jubilant on that 
occasion if we were compelled to admit that 
we are no longerable to pay our necessary 
expenses. Then let us rise to the emer- 
gency that is before us and quickly remove 
the last dollar of debt that is against our 
Church. 


The Lenten Missionary Box. 


The members of our Dorcas Society spent 
a pleasant afternoon on Friday, March 24th, 
when they packed the missionary box with 
the fruits of their labors for the several 
weeks last past. The box contained a total 
of 232 pieces of wearing apparel, bed linen 
and household articles, of an actual value of 
$98.04. The ladies of the Society desire to 
express their sincere thanks to all those 
in the Congregation who have joined with 
them in the kindly work in which they have 
been engaged, thus making it possible for 
them to do as much as has been done.

The committee has arranged for the an- 
nual Sunday-School Excursion to be held 
Saturday, June 10, 1899, at Grenloch Park 
The School of the Church of the Beloved 
Disciple will go with us again this year, and 
there is some probability of one or two 
others joining the combination.

Easter Day. 


A whole month having elapsed since Eas- 
ter Day, it may seem entirely useless to write 
down any account of its doings in this num- 
ber of Our PARISH. But there are two 
reasons why we cannot fail to do so, even 
though it be done in the very briefest manner.
